Fashion’s heavyweights 
came out in style to celebrate 
the extraordinary legacy of 
Alexander McQueen at a 
star-studded gala at the V&A 

“ALEXANDER WAS A LONDON BOY. 

AND WHAT CAN I SAY? HE’S BACK IN 

TOWN.” SAID PHILIPTREACY. who was 

among the many of the designer’s famous 
friends, out on a starry night in London, 
to celebrate the opening of Alexander 
McQueen: Savage Beauty at the V&A. 

In the early days of Lee Alexander 
McQueen’s time as a student at London’s 
Central Saint Martins, the young designer 
would walk the palatial halls of the 
V&A in search for creative inspiration. 

“It’s the sort of place I’d like to be shut 
in overnight,” he once said. So it was 
only fitting that years later, the museum 
played host to the homecoming of the 
retrospective exhibition Savage Beauty, 
when it landed in London from New York. 

But before the exhibit opened to the 
public, the museum raised a toast to the 
British designer with a gala and a very 
impressive crowd of fashion’s tastemakers 
on the guest list. “I feel immensely proud 
of him. I wonder what he would have made 
of it all,” said supermodel Erin O’Connor. 
“It’s an amazing thing when a designer 
gives you full creative licence to perform 
and get lots in the moment.” 

Among others who walked the black 
carpet included, Sarah Burton, Naomi 
Campbell, Colin Firth, Salma Hayek 
Pinault, David and Victoria Beckham, 
Manolo Blahnik, Kate Moss, Dianna Agron 
and Erdem Moralioglu. 

From Eva Herzigova’s salmon silk 
gown, to Salma Hayek’s peacock-embossed 
tulle piece and Kate Moss’s lacy headliner 
number, the stars came out to shine in the 
designer’s most iconic and daring designs. 
McQueen was always a favourite among 
those celebrities who gambled to be different 
on the fashion scene, the ones who didn’t 
have any inhibitions or style dictations. An 


exhibit of which was seen at this gala, but 
not all were dressed in McQueen creations, 
with Victoria Beckham clad in her own 
label’s customised laser- cut black dress, and 
Poppy Delevingne in a custom Osman dress. 

The fashion elite collectively toured the 


exhibition, which showcases more than 
240 ensembles and accessories designed 
by McQueen and his collaborators, before 
enjoying an opulent dinner. They were then 
entertained with an intimate performance 
by British songstress FKA twigs who was 
dressed in a vintage McQueen feather 
embroidered gown from SS08. To 
commemorate the designer’s exceptional 
talent and his contribution to fashion, all 
guests pledged their support towards a fund 
in honour of Lee McQueen at the dinner. 

The clock struck midnight but the 
guests weren’t done just yet. Everyone 
moved the party to the Porter Gallery in 
the museum, where the setting seemed 
fitting for the mood of the night. A swirling 
disco ball, a glossy black stage and soulful 
hits from the seventies pulsating the dance 
floor, it almost seemed like the night was 
being looked upon by the late designer. 

A contemporary ballet troupe, all 
dressed in McQueen’s iconic “Bumster” 
trousers, inaugurated the stage with a 
musical performance choreographed by 
Michael Clarke. And then came a dance

Annabelle Neilson, Katy England, Aimee 
Whitton and Janet Fischgrund. 

“It is all about coming home,” said 
Martin Roth, the museum’s director told 
Women s Wear Daily. “My first thought 
when I saw the show at the MET was, 
'McQueen has to come home.’”

Two months later, Marvin’s children 
Marvin, Nona and Frankie countersued, 
with Gaye’s son, Marvin conceding, 
“There is no artist like my dad was. 
Because of him, he’s made it possible for 
a lot of people to make music. Credit 
needs to be given where credit is due.” 

There was more embarrassment for 
Thicke, who took a songwriting credit 
on Blurred Lines, when he was forced to 
admit in court that Pharrell had written 
the track in about an hour without him 
even being there. “The biggest hit of my 
career was written by somebody else, 
and I was jealous and wanted credit,” 
claimed Thicke in court.

Brunch is fried green tomatoes and eggs 
at Elizabeth’s, before we browse the 
ramshackle but well-stocked Euclid 
Records, then make a sombre trip 
through the Lower Ninth Ward, 
devastated by Hurricane Katrina in 
2005. As the sun sets, we’re back on the 
road, headed for Jackson, Mississippi. 

DAY THREE: 

JACKSON, LOUISIANA 

After a hearty breakfast at the Waffle 
House, we hit the Mississippi blues trail. 
I get particularly excited as we drive 
over the Tallahatchie Bridge, as name- 
checked in one of my favourite songs, 


Ode To Billie Joe , by ’60s country 
singer Bobbie Gentry. We pull into a 
cemetery near the small town of 
Greenwood to pay homage to bluesman 
Robert Johnson, who died at the age 
of 27 in 1938, before heading to our 
lodgings for the night - the Delta Cotton 
Company Apartments in Clarksdale. 
These old warehouse rooms are situated 
above the Ground Zero Blues Club, 
which is co-owned by Morgan Freeman. 

DAY FOUR: 

MEMPHIS, TENNESSEE 

Driving the 75 miles to Memphis with 
Dusty Springfield’s Dusty In Memphis 


ringing in our ears, our first port of call 
is Graceland. Skipping the crowds by 
arriving off-season, we’re free to roam 
Elvis’s home unrushed. It’s smaller than 
you’d think and, despite having a room 
with green shag carpet on the walls, 
is rather tasteful. I take a few interior 
design tips, before eating a fried peanut 
butter and banana sandwich - the 
King’s favourite snack - and then we 
tour Sun Studio, home of his first record 
label and “the birthplace of rock’n’roll.”

The cabin is a five-minute drive from 
Dollywood, Dolly Parton’s very own theme 
park, situated in the resort town of Pigeon 
Forge. A kitsch institution, rain at the start 
of the day means we practically have it to 
ourselves. There are hardly any queues for 
the three equally terrifying roller coasters, 
but the best bits are the room full of 
Dolly’s old dresses, her shiny tour bus and 
the replica of the tiny mountain home she 
and her ten siblings grew up in. 

DAY NINE: 

HOMEWARD BOUND 


Driving back to Nashville, we grab coffee 
at the Barista Parlor, where the drinks are 
almost as good as the people-watching - a 
steady stream of guys who’ve cultivated 
some of the finest facial hair in Tennessee. 
We do some vintage shopping at Hip 
Zipper, and second-hand cowboy boots 
are purchased at Katy K’s, then worn that 
evening to eat the local, stomach-churning 
speciality Tot chicken’. We head to the 
old-school honky-tonk Robert’s, before 
making our way to a Motown night at 
The 5 Spot. We end up playing darts 
at a sports bar a few blocks away, rounding 
off the trip the way we started it - with a 
seriously late-night. ® 


We head to the time-warped ’50s 
town of Tupelo to visit the two-room shack 
that Elvis was born in, before crossing over 
into Alabama to visit FAME Studios and 
Muscle Shoals Sound, two iconic 
recording studios. We eat mac ‘n’ cheese, 
fried okra, turnip greens and spicy 
cornbread at a “meat and three veg” 
restaurant, a Southern staple - where, 
yes, mac ‘n’ cheese is classed as a 
vegetable. After driving past horse-drawn 
buggies in Amish country, we stop 
off for a spot of 10-pin bowling, before 
driving on to Nashville.

Forget Disneyland,

After waking up in the grand 
Peabody Hotel, we get 
breakfast at Memphis’s oldest 
diner. The Arcade Restaurant 
has been in business since 1919 
and, securing Elvis’s favourite 
booth, I order the 
Mystery Train sandwich, named 
in honour of the 1989 Jim Jarmusch movie 
filmed there. It’s a short walk to the 
Lorraine Motel, where Martin Luther King 
Jr was assassinated in 1968, and which is 
now home to the National Civil Rights 
Museum.

Legendary soul singer A1 Green is now a 
bishop, and in the evening we stop by his 
church to hear the choir running through 
some breathtaking gospel music in 
preparation for their Sunday service.
